Document 1 describes a noncrystalline inorganic material, such as a glass bead, a glass 
balloon and a flake, coated by a silicon dioxide film containing an organic pigment, the 
noncrystalline inorganic material being O.l^i or smaller, or sometimes 0.2u. or larger, and that as the 
noncrystalline inorganic material, a 5.5u. glass flake is available. 

Document 2 describes a glass flake coated by a 3 -layer coating layer, the coating layer 
containing Prussian blue. 

Document 3 describes a pigment obtained by forming in order a colorless film having a 
refraction factor n of 1.8 or less, a layer of iron oxide, metal and the like, and a selectively absorbent 
metal oxide on a nonmetal sheet-chip base having an average maximum diameter of 1 to 100u,m. 
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
